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NOTHER year of war has passed and it seems appropriate that we should 


review our position as an art gallery and what our aims and hopes are. 


The Art Gallery of Toronto has always been a democratic institution, with many 
varied activities. It has become more and more a centre from which radiates 
inspiration and encouragement to all workers in the creative arts. It is our duty 
to show the best in the visual arts, not only for the enjoyment of our members, but 


to all Canadians. 


It seems to me that still more might be done to bring the beauties of the art world 
to the attention of the so called “‘little man’’, or to put it in other words, we should 


strive to ‘‘sell beauty’ to every Canadian no matter what his station in life is. 


Art should not be the cloistered child of the well-to-do but rather the possession 


of all—surely this is the spirit of to-morrow. 


We might take a leaf out of the Swedish book and plan to send more travelling 
exhibitions throughout Ontario, for in Sweden this method has accomplished 


wonders in creating an unprecedented love of the fine arts. 


| was amazed when | was in Stockholm in 1937 to find that every shop girl seemed 
to know the names and the work of the great Swedish architects, sculptors and 
craftsmen. One day | hailed a taxi and asked the chauffeur if he could take me 
to Ostberg’s house. Ostberg is the architect of one of the greatest buildings in 
modern Europe—the City Hall, Stockholm. He waved me in and drove straight 
to Ostberg’s house. 


It gives me great pleasure to inform you that a start has already begun in the 
effort to educate the Canadian public to the fact that there is such a thing 
as Canadian art. Our own Dr. Alex. Jackson, with A. J. Casson and 
J. E. Sampson, have developed a method of colour reproduction of pictures by 
Canadian painters which are to be distributed and hung in the diferent training 
camps, canteens and airports throughout Canada and abroad. This will mean 
that the hundreds of thousands who pass through these camps will be made 


conscious of Canadian art. 


The work of 25 different artists will be reproduced and there will be distributed 
in Canada 6,000 of these prints, and 1,500 sent to Great Britain. They are 30 
inches by 40 inches, and for the first time Canadians will be able to see the 
work of their own painters in fine colour prints. We owe a debt of gratitude 
to Dr. Jackson and Messrs. Matthews and Casson. 


For many years, Canadian painting has been predominantly a landscape school. 
Hitherto there has been little evidence of any effort on the part of our painters to 


depict figures in landscape or in relation to architecture, as in the Renaissance 
period. 


What wonderful subjects are at hand—our skiers with their graceful, rhythmic 
movements and their gay apparel; our hockey games and players; our lumbering 
scenes, our fishermen and Eskimos, and now the war in all its aspects. The subjects 
are endless. 


It is with great pleasure then that we can congratulate the Ontario Society of 
Artists, and particularly its President—Mr. A. J. Casson—on its last exhibition, 


where many of our war-time activities were depicted on the walls. 


This exhibition was a radical departure and possessed a vitality and variety of 
subject matter and treatment that was striking to a degree. | sincerely hope that 


other painter groups across Canada will takea leaf out of the Ontario Society of 


Artists book. 


Our thanks are due to the different financial and industrial corporations for their 
generous contributions to our funds, and which have made it possible to continue 
our activities and to institute our Sunday concerts which have proved so popular 
with the Armed Services. 


We have to announce the death of Mrs. F. P. Wood, a Founder Member; Mr. 
W. Norman Tilley, Mr. George H. Gooderham, Mr. Strachan Johnston and 
Mrs. G. Harrison Smith, all benefactor members; and Mr. J. J. Gibbons, Mr. 
Frank T. Mearns, Mrs. W. B. Blackhall, Mrs. W. P. Gundy, Miss Mary Coyne 
Rowell, all Life Members. To their families and to others of our members who 


have suffered similar losses, we extend our deepest sympathy. 


We have again to thank the Press, both daily and weekly, and the radio for their 


generous support of our activities. 


Our thanks are also due to the Mayor and the City Council for their continued 
interest, also to the Chief of Police and the Commissioner of Parks, whose two 


Departments co-operate so willingly in the public functions at the Gallery, and in 


the care of the grounds. 


| should like to commend for your thanks, the Chairman and Members of the 
various working committees who carry the load of the actual direction and con- 


sultation in the Gallery's policies. 


In conclusion | should like to express our thanks and appreciation for the work of 
our Curator and Staff. Also to the artists who have helped us by lectures and in 


other ways.
